ESTEN’S DIVORCE BILL, 

On the motion for the fecond reading of the bill for 

: Branting a divorce, between Mr Eften and his wife— 
‘Lord Avuckuanp rofe, and profefled himfelf an- 
, xious for calling the attention of their Lordfhips to the 
_ circumftances, under which the prefent application was 
made. They were circumftances which, in his opini- 
‘on; deferved a very ferious‘and minute enquiry, as they 
‘ earried with them very ftrong fufpicions of a collufion 
between the parties. ‘Phe plaidtiff was married in the 
year 1784. Some years after, he fled ftcm the coun- 
try, in order to elyde the purfuit of his creditors, Iea- 
ving fits wife under a dubious kind of prétgétion, at the 
Dublin Theatre, and under articles of feparation be- 
tween them. -They continued thus, nor was there any 
thing heard of his complaint, till Hilary Ferm 1797, 
when the plaintiff alledged that the had been living fix 
years in a ftate of adultery—here was, therefore, every 
yeafon to believe the~exiftence of a collufion between 
the parties, to which the jultice of the Houfe would 
‘furely lend no countenance. “Indeed fo revolting was 
the queftion in its very afpec, that he doubted whether 
an application of fo flagrant'a nature would even meet 
with the approbation of the Municipality of Paris fa 
loud cry of “ Hear, hear ?? from the Bithop of Ro- 
chefter. ]—This obfervation, he was happy to find, Had 
caught the attention of a Reverend Prelate, and he pre- 
fumed to hope it woald not be coldly liftened to by the 
‘fincerer friends of morality. In this queftion the caufe 
of morality was very deeply involved, and it highly fa- 
voured of thofe principles which the French moralifts 
were fo induftrious to propagate; and to him the in- 
troduction of fuch principles was a fubje& of much more 
anxious alarm, than all the dangers that hung over us 
from their threatened invafion; and in his mind it was 
of the moft ferious: importance that this Houfe fhovld 
refift them, whatfoever fhape they might aflume. He 
was not altogether certain. whether the forms of the 
Houfe would allow him to oppofe the ‘introdaction of 
Counfel, but thould they permit Counfel to be heard, it 
yah intention afterwards t6 move for the rejection of

The Duke of Arson faid, that he perfedlly coin- 
cided in the fentiments jult delivered by the Nobl¢ 
Lord, and if he had any thing furtler to obferve, it 
would ‘be to oppofe the introduction ot Counfel, fo 
ftrongly did his mind revolt at the manner and nature 
of the application. Such a determination on the part of 
their Lordthips woald ftrongly mark their opiaton of the 
cafe, and operate withthe falutary force of a ftriking 
example. 

“he Lory Cuancerror obferved, that. whatever 
might be their Lordfhips* opiaion of the café, and what- 
ever points of morality it was likely to affeét, yet it 
would bein this, aswell as io every other cafe, the re- 
gular courfe of proceeding to hear Counfel upon a pe- 
titfon, and it afterwards remained with their Lordfhips 
to ddopt fuch a deeifion as in their wifdom and juftice 
they fhould deem meet. - ‘ 

The Bithop of Durua™ faid, that were it not for 
thé deference he felt for the high authority of the learn- 
ed Lord, he would have been difpofed in the firft in- 
{tance to oppofe any further proceeding in the cafe, and 
to oppofe the introduction of Counfel. A remark made 
by a noble Lord (Auckland) was undoubtedly of a na- 
ture to arrelt the attention of the Houfe, viz. the evil 
that muit attend the introduétion of French morality 
into thefe kingdoms.—The French Rulers, while they 
defpaired of making any impreffion on us by the force 
of arms, attempted a more fubtle and alarming war- 
fare, by endeavouring to enforce the influence of their 
example, in order. to taint and undermine the morals of 
ingenious youth.— They fent amongft us a number of 
female dancers, who, by the allurement of the moft in- 
decent attitudes, and ‘moft wanton theatrical exhibitions,

Such therefore was his 
conviction of the neceflity of applying fome effectual 
remedy to this evil, that, fhould no noble or learned 
Lord who was abler in ability, or higher in confider- 
ation and authority than himfelf, undertake the tafk, 
however untqual he fhould prove to its performance, 
he would affuredly take the figft opportunity of mov- 
ings that an humble addrefs be prefented to his Ma- 
je 

ed to prohibit the exhibition of thofe indecent fpec- 
tacles, and toorder thofe who performed in them to be 
fent out of the country. 

lt appearing to be the general with of their Lord- 
thips, to hear Counfel, they were called in. 

Mr Dattas was heard in behalf of the bill. He fta- 
ted that the only objection againft its paffing into a law, 
was the circumftance of Mr Eften having Heued articles 
of feparation from his wife in the year 1789, which 
he did with great relu€tance, and to which he was in- 
duced by the mother of Mrs E. who, on that account, 
furnifhed him with the means of efcaping from his cre- 
ditors. But after. Mr E. had been appointed to a hip, 
and made fome money in the Weft Indies, he wrote 


to his wife, and to fhare his fortune with her. But at 
that time fhe was living with the Duke of Hamilton.— 
He endeavoured to imprefs their Lordthips with the- i- 
dea that no fort of collufiion whatever was imputable to 
his client Mr Eften, and {tated a variety of circumftan- 
ces, with a view to prove that fuch an idea was ground- 
Tefs. The moment Mr E. heard of the affair between 
the Duke of Hamilton and his wife, he ordered a fuit 
to be inftituted, and that no fubfequent delay had ta- 
ken place—thofe delays that had taken place were una- 
voidable, in confequence of the Duke of Hamilton’s fi- 
tuation, rendering it neceflary to iffue repeated writs of 
difivingas. ‘The learned Counfel obferved, that the 
nonfuit in the Court of King’s Bench did not go upon 
the merits of the cafe, but upon different grounds, and 
that the fentence of the Ecclefiaftical Court was in fa- 
vour of his client. 

Evidence was then produced to prove the neceflary 
faéts of the marriage of the patties, which took place 
in February 1784. “Ihe deed of feparation, it appear- 
ed, was executed in 1789, the firft intimation which 
Mr E. received of the adulterous connection between 
his wife and the noble defendant, was in 1 793, at 
which time he was in the ifland of St Domingo. "The 
iffue of the trial in the Court of King’s Bench, and the 
decifion of the Ecclefiaftical Court were all regularly 
proved.—T’he deed of feparation was handed up from 
the bar and perufed by their Lordihips. Several of the 
witnefles were clofely crofs-examiaed by the Lord Chan- 
cellor, and feveral obfervations were made by that 
Noble and Learned Lord, and the Bithop of Rochetter, 
on the cafe to the Counfel ; from thefe it appeared that the 
deed of feparation was executed by Mr E. in London, 
in 1789, while Mrs E. was playing in Dublin, at the 
inftance of her mother, and that he received fome money 
from the latter in confequence of it. That Mrs E. 
had played in Ireland fome time before this, and durin g 
the abfence of her hufband from that kingdom. 

‘Fhe Bifhop of Rocwester having read over the 
articles of {eparation, pointed out certain paffages which 
he defired to be read, and which flated that Mr Effen 
had agreed never to fue any perfon in any common law 
or ecclefiaftical court, on his wife’s account, or in con-

It 
vas aécordingly thrown out. 
"The Lode CitgicsLLon again rofe and faid, that 
he was glad that a Rev. Prelate had expreffed his inten- 
tion to bring forward fome meafure to prevent the frequen 
cy of applications for divorce, and he hoped he would per- 
fevere in his defign. He hoped, too, that what the Rev. 
Prelate had faid would have its weight where it ought 
to have weight. Something certainly was neceffary to 
be done by their Lordfhips as guardians of the public 
manners, to check the number of cafes in which they 
were called upon to give their fanction to divorces. It 
was well known that divorce bills were now confidered 
as little more than mere matters of form. It was no- 
torious, that cafes occurred in which the groffeft collu- 
fion exifted between parties to procure thefe bills, and 
though this collufion was flagrant to the world, their 
Lordthips, from the proof being, perhaps, from the way 
the cafe was managed, unattainable, were compelled 
not to fee what was fo palpable out of the Houfe. ‘This 
grofs and fcandalous abufe required to be remedied. 
Though fome more extenfive meafure might perhaps be 
neceflary to go to the root of the evil, fomething might 
be done by their Lordfhips in the way of regulation. 
It was a difficult matter to fpecify, with any degree of 
accuracy in a legiflative meafure, how fuch a por | as 
their Lordthips fhould aé in every particular cafe of 
the kind that came before them, but there were fome 
general rules which might precede the confideration of 
every cafe, and with which parties coming before them 
might be obliged to comply. He fhould fuggeft, therefore, 
in the firft place, that every party prefenting a petition 
to their Lordthips for a divorce fhould be required to lay 
on the table at the fame time, a copy of the proceedings in 
the ether Courts, in order that it might in fome degree be 
known how the caufe had been conducted ; and whether 
there were any circumftances of collufion. It might like- 
wife be proper to call upon the party prefenting a petition, 
to make oath to the truth of the facts fet forth init. If 
a man was atting fairly and honeftly, it could be no 
hardthip to call upon him to prove the truth of the af- 
fertion by an oath, and the Houfe would be authorifed 
to refufe the bill, unlefs the condition which they re- 
quired was obferved. Though he was not at prefent 
prepared to fay what effeét articles of feparation ought 
to have in an application for divorce, it certainly was 
proper that their Lordfhips fhould know, and be able to 
weigh the importance they would attach to the circum- 
{tance of the adultery being committed in a ftate of fe- 
paration or of cohabitation. He would fuggeft, there- 
fore, that parties fhould be called upon to ftate this 
point diftinétly in the petition. Thefe obfervations he 
threw out with a view to remedy, to a certain extent, the 
abufe complained of. He did not with their Lordthips 
to proceed to decide upon them with their minds im- 
preffed by the extraordinary circumitances of fuch an un- 
favourable cafe as they had juft heard. He intended to 
reduce his fuggeftions into the form of refolutions, which 
fhould be laid on the table, and on fome future day ta- 
The refolutions fhould be rea- 
dy by Monday, and in the courle of eight or ten days 
their Lordfhips would have time to confider them, and 
might afterwards be fummoned for their difcuiion.—
